Outlines Full 
Income' Policy 


President's Talk 
Bristles with 
Criticism of Demos 


PEORIA, 111. <U.E> — President 
Eisenhower Tuesday night accused 
the Democrats of “politicking” with 
farm problems and outlined a Re­ 
publican policy of “full income par­ 
ity” which he said would bring 
the besl agricultural economic sit­ 
uation "in years.” 
Mr. Eisenhower's talk before 10,- 
000 persons at the Bradley Univer­ 
sity fieldhouse, his second in the 
nation’s grain belt, bristled with 
the sharpest criticism of Demo­ 
crats the President has made pub- j 
licly since his 1952 campaign. 
Illinois Republican leaders hailed 
the televised address as “straight­ 
forward.” 
The President flew to 
Peoria from Washington and re­ 
turned to the capital immediately 
after speaking. 
“Full income parity is a full 
share of our country’s good times,” 
Mr. Eisenhower said. 
“In a free agriculture, farmers 
attain that kind of parity only in 
the market place. 
That’s what I 
spoke for at Kasson four years ago 
—the attainment of that ful» share 
for the farmer — the preservation 
of a free agriculture. 
“That’s what I ve been working 
for. 
I shall keep on working for 
It,” he said.

Visions of tho Future

This year both m ajor party presi­ 
dential nominees felt it wise to 
go beyond specific programs and 
talk glowingly of Am erica’s long- 
range future. 
This is all to the good, for we 
understand that we have two can­ 
didates who believe in projecting 
a vision far past the immediate 
tomorrows. A country so dedicat­ 
ed to growth as ours needs to look 
down the long vista. 
Yet we tought to appreciate a 
few things about these views thru 
the long-range lens. 
When w'e peer into it, we are 
not gazing at a party program, 
a set of specific promises intended 
to be translated into law at the 
next Congress or otherwise brought 
quickly to pass. 
Our visions of the future change 
as our understanding and mastery 
of the present are altered. Neither 
politicians nor anybody else can 
be held strictly accountable if they 
shift their gaze to other prospects 
as the 
years march 
by. 
What 
seems desirable in 1935 may be 
hopelessly in the discard by 1955. 
Specific programs are something 
else. A good many politicians, of 
course, don’t like to be measured 
even 
against 
their 
short-range 
premises. 
But it seems fair that 
they should be. 
For these are the elements cap­ 
able of becoming the law and the 
policy of the land. The people who 
go to the poUs to choose their lead­ 
ers have a right to know what to 
expect, and to penalize or reward 
those who do not honor their pledg­ 
es. 
But wo must distinguish better 
than wa do between such programs 
and tho gauges by which we speak 
of the “ideal future." 
For example, ideally all Ameri­ 
cans should be wen fed, clothed 
and sheltered. 
We may wish to 
apply minimum levels of diet so 
high that no other land on earth 
could match them. 
It is proper for both ptrties to 
talk of the day when such a cir­ 
cumstance may prevail. 
But it 
is not sensible or just to say that 
Americans as a whole or tim lead­ 
ers of either party have failed if 
this situation has not been brought 
off in any given four-year pres! 
dented term, or two, or even four. 
Prosperity is not 4tfalse” if cer­ 
tain ideal levels have not been 
reached in any or ail of our econ­ 
omic 
endeavors. 
Prosperity 
in 
America always has been relative. 
We all toil for the day when it 
w ill not be, when our gains will be 
so broad and deep that we will in 
truth have abolished poverty. 
But let us not deceive ourselves, 
and let us not perm it any politician 
to suggest, that the abolition of 
poverty is now or could be a plank 
in the platform of either m ajor 
party 
We have a right to measure pros­ 
perity against such a goal and say:

cently wrote President Eisenhow­ 
er: 
“Never 
has the 
criticism of 
godless Russia been so bitter as 
on this treatm ent of the Negro," 
j he said, referring to recent sou- 
jthern opposition to school integra- 
I tion. “The appointment of a Negro 
judge of outstanding judicial ca­ 
p a c ity more than 
anything else 
would tend to mend our deterior­ 
ating power in world diplom acy." 
White House advisers, who nat­ 
urally have a weather eye out 
for political reactions, are not un­ 
mindful of the fact that the big 
city Negro vote is crucial in the 
November election. 
Most of them 
also believe 
privately 
that 
Ike 
has lost the solid South, thus has 
nothing to lose by the appointment 
of a Negro. 
It’s even suggested 
that in the end, southern

Supreme Court 
Upholds 'Cooling 
O ff Divorce Law 
SPRINGFIELD UV-The lUinois 
Supreme Court today upheld the 
1935 “ 60-day cooling off" amend 
ment to the state divorce law 
The legislation, which had been 
under legal attack as unconstitu­ 
tional, provides that actions for 
divorce “ shall be commenced by 
filing praecipe for summons.” and 
requires a 60-day “ cooling off per­ 
iod" before the divorce action can 
proceed. 
The constitutional test of the 1955 
legislation reached the Supreme 
Court on direct appeal from the 
Circuit 
Court 
of Cook County, 
which had refused a request by 
Mae Doty to compel the clerk of 
court to receive and file her com­ 
plaint for divorce. 
Mrs. Doty had refused to file 
the required praecipe, insisting the 
60-day waiting period prevented 


"immediate access to Hit courts. 
The 1955 law was enacted in an 
attempt by the Legislature to get 
around constitutional objections to 
a similar 60-day waiting period law 
passed in 1953 and later ruled un­ 
constitutional.

years. Not since Cleveland’s Ad- : 
die Joss pitched a perfect game 
against the White Sox in the de­ 
cisive game of the 1908 American 
League pennant race had a pitch­ 
er turned in a no-hitter with so 
much riding on every delivery. 
It was a game the Dodgers had 
to win because Warren Spahn. an­ 
other great old pro. had pitched 
the Braves to a 7-1 victory over 
the Cincinnati Redlegs 
Tuesday 
afternoon.

In this situation, the amazing 
Maglie — a one-time “ Mexican 
jum per” and later the most fa­ 
mous “ Dodger killer” of ’em all 
as a star pitcher with the hated 
Giants—achieved his finest hour. 
He walked only two batters and 
hit another in setting down the 
Phillies with a total of 110 pitches.
